Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, line 2, 
there is no clear antecedent basis for "the external side". It is suggested that this term should be 
changed to --an external side-. Also, line 2, the term "an" should be changed to -the- in view 
of "an outside door handle" already introduced on line 1. In claim 2, there is no proper 
antecedent basis for "the locked door". It is suggested that this term should be changed to -that 
the door has locked—. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objections 
set forth in this Office action. 

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the above formal matters: 
Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 

Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Takei is cited to show a work lamp for illuminating a cargo bed of a truck and a control 
circuit for illuminating the work lamp when the ignition switch is on and the vehicle speed is 
zero while the door is opened, and deactivating the lamp when a fixed time interval has elapsed 
after the shutting of the door.

Pena May is cited to show a lamp positioned within a push button of a vehicle door that is 
energized to turn on the light indicating clearly that the door locking safety has not been 
engaged. 

Greenlees is cited to show a lamp positioned within a push button attached to a door
